ACTRESS ATTACKS 
INCOME TAX LAW 


Elsie De Wolfe Brings Suit 
' to Test Constitutionality. 
Alleged There’s Discrimi- 
nation in Levymg Tax. 


Chicago, December 8.—Charges that 
the income tax section of the new 
tariff law constitutes class legislation 
and is unconstitutional Were made to- 
day in a test suit file@ here against 
the Continental and Commercial Trust 
and Savings bank on behalf of Miss 
| Elsie De Wolfe, of New York. 

The United States government prob- 
ably will be asked to aid in defense 
Of. the bill, according te Levy Mayer, 
‘counsel for the bank, who said he 
would seek a conference with Attorney 
General McReynolds to discuss carry- 
ing the action to the United States 
Supreine court for a ruling.

Unjust Discrimination. 

The graduated scale of taxation, the 
declaration ascged, discriminated un- 
Justly against persons of incomes un- 
der $100,000 a year, “usually gained 
from industrial and artistic pursuits.”

The suit was brought to compel the 
bank to pay the interest on thirty

Allegations eof Plaintiff. 


The plaintiff alleges that the income 
tax is not uniform and that the law 
is therefore unconstitutional, first, be- 
cause: 

[t is imposed on only 423,000 in a 
population of about 90,000,000 and the 
persons who would pay the tax have 
not consented to its imposition. 

The tax violates the elements of 
equality in its graduated scale of tax- 
ation.

“On the other hand,” the declara- 
tion sets forth, “persons with incomes 
exceeding $100,000 are taxed only an 
additional 1 per cent on the whole ex- 
cess up to $250,000; that is to say, on 
such excess they would be required 
to pay only oOne-sixt the nate of a 
person whose income -is léss_. than 
$100,000; persons whose incomes ex- 
ceed $250,000 a year are taxed only 1 
per cent on the whole excess up to 
$500,000, that is, one-tenth the rate 
Jevied on the plaintiff, and persons 
with incomes exceeding $500,000 are 
subject to a penalty of only 1 per cent, 
no matter how great their annual rev- 
enues, “whereas if all persons whose 
incomes exceed $100,000 a year were 
taxed in the same proportion as the 
plaintiff, those with incomes of $259,- 
000 would be subject, not to the addi- 
tional penalty of 6 per cent, which 
this statute imposes, but 10 per cent: 
those w#@h incomes of $500,000 a year 
would be subject, not to a penalty of 
6 per cent, but 20 per cent® those with 
incomes of $1,000,000 would be sub- 
ject, not to the penalty of 7 per cent, 
but 40 per cent, and those with in- 
comes of $2,500,000 and over, instead 
of being subject to the penalty of 
per cent,- which the statute imposes, 
would be compelled to pay 100 per 
cent, that is the entire exceas of their 
incomes over $2,500,000, into the pub- 
lic treasury.”

E. Peyton Best Is Shot to Death 
on the Streets of Barn- 
well, S. C. 


Barnwell, S. C., December 3.—E. Pey- 
ton Best, one of the largest merchants 
of Barnwell, was shot to death by ne- 
groes on Wall street, within fifty feet 
of the courthouse, about $ o’clock to- 
night. 

Mr. Best had gone from his store 
to a restaurant and was on his way 
home when several negroes approach- 
ed him on the sidewalk. One of them 
drew a revolver and attempted to fire, 
but the cartridge failed, to explode. 
Another negro fired two shots at Best 
from behind. one of them hitting him 
in the back, going entirely through the 
body. Best staggered about ten feet 
and fell into the doorway of Karesh’s 
pool room, where he died almost in- 
stantly. 

The county bloodhounds were brought 
out, but failed to take the trail, though 
a large crowd of Barnwell people are 
scouring the woods. Between fifteen 
and twenty suspects, all negroes, have 
been arrested and are being held in 
jail.

HUERTA’S END IS NEAR, 
ASSERTS WASHINGTON 


Rebel Forces Control All of 

North Mexico and Will 
Soon Move to Invest the 
Capital City. 


Mexico City, December 3.—The enun* 
ciation of Washington's policy appears 
not to alarm President Huerta, especi- 
ally since he long ago abandonee hope 
of anything but opposition from the 
United States. He said today: 

“I have no intention of yielding. 
Should this fighting in Mexico continue 
for years I shall continue to do my part 
in it if I am still alive.” 

General Huerta declared that the 
country was self-supporting and that 
federal loans, if made necessary, would 
enable him to resist indefinitely. So 
long as he was able to obtain American 
oil he did not regard the shutting-off 
of native oil from the railways as vital. 

Blow to Huerta’s Prestige. 

The news that General Salvador 
Mercado, commander of the fed- 
eral forces’ in northern Mexico, 
has sent a military peace com- 
mission from Chihauhua to Juarez 
to treat with the rebels, while vigor- 
ously denied in official circles, is re- 
garded as the most serious blow yet 
Struck at federal prestige. 

The war department today published 
an order transferring General Porfirio 
Diaz from the retired list to the act- 
ive list. The order bears date of Sep- 
20. 

Reliable to the military 
operations in various parts of the re- 
public is very meager here, and what 
little there is doesn't favor the gov- 
ernment. 

Girls Drafted for Army. 

Extraordinary methods are being 
employed here to secure recruits for 
the federal army. Servant girls dis- 
play marked caution when they appear 
on the streets, as they aré aware that

A series of 
religious pictures was thrown on the 
screen, the first being ‘The Virgin of 
Guadalupe’’—patron saint of Mexico. 
The crowd greeted this good naturedly, 
but when it was followed by two other 
religious. pictures, the men, who had 
locked for a different kind of enter- 
tainment, started an uproar. This re- 
sulted in a raid ty the police, who 
marched off the majority of the men 
to the barracks, where they were at 
once placed in the ranks of the army. 
Foreigners Prepare for Defense. 


Preparations for defense in case of 
local disturbances are being continued 
by the foreign colonies other than the 
American. Leaders of the American 
colony aresinclined to believe that any 
move in that direction taken by them 
would be misconstrued by the Mexi- 
can government. In order to avoid 
being regarded as organized combat- 
ants, the Americans, in case of neces- 
sity, will take refuge under various 
Eurepean flags.

The suffragists began their activi- 
ties early today with a hearing at the 
capitol before the house rules: commit- 
tee, urging the creation of a ‘house 
woman suffrage committee.

He found the corn club 
tdea in embryo when he came to Geor- 
gia, developed it and promoted it till 
the bureau of agriculture at Wash- 
ington*came in to help, and then so 
co-ordinated and organized the fed- 
eral and state agencies as to place 
Georgia easily in the forefront, not 
only in numbers of boys in the clubs, 
but as the most efficiently organized 
state of all. 

Corn Club Results. 

Speaking of the corn club 
of this year and plans for the 
Dr. Soule says: 

“Georgia is credited with 
the largest* corn crop in her history 
in 1913 and at lowest monetary cost. 
Apparently the yield exceeds that of 
1912 bv 10,000,000 bushels, an equiva- 
lent of so many dollars.

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A STANDARDIZED RACE. 

Ethnologists the world over will watch 
with eagerness the curious experiment about 
‘to be inaugurated by Mrs. L. Brackett 
Bishop, of Chicago. Mrs. Bishop, whose hus- 
band has ample means to finance her theory, 
is about to undertake the upbringing, as in 
one family, of representatives of fifteen of 
the most important racial types in the world. 
She expects to take these children at the 
age of one year, gathering them from every 
country on the globe, and rear them all 
according to a common formula. Her con- 
tention is that by subjecting them to an 
identical environment they will all develop 
at maturity into virtually the same human 
types. 

Mrs. Bishop’s attempt, in other words, is 
to undo at one swoop the scriptural catas- 
trophe of the tower of Babel, not to mention 
the course of differentiation of races and 
peoples that has extended over the hoary 
centuries. She is pinning almost her entire 
confidence to the belief that heredity is sub- 
ordinate to environment. The trial chal- 
lenges the imagination, but common. sense 
balks at any prophecy of vivid results, save 
perhaps as shedding light on the ultimate 
course we must pursue in bringing together 
the peoples of the world. 

One need go no further than the case of 
the southern negro to find ground for in- 
teresting misgiving as to Mrs. Bishop’s ex- 
periment. The environment of civilization 
has done much for the southern negro since 
he was brought from the jungle, but it has 
not changed the hereditary traits of the 
mass of the race. It is true, of course, that 
this condition: is aggravated by failure of 
the southern people since the civil war to 
shepherd the negro as they did before the 
civil war, but that failure only qualifies and 
does not change the ultimate status. 

Heredity, stavism are powerful influ- 
ences. The babe of the South Sea islander 
inherits certain traits which will require 
decades of outbreeding to eliminate. The 
Teuton, the Scandinavian, the Anglo-Saxon, 
the Irish, the Russian, the Jew all bear dis- 
tinctive inherited instincts and qualities 
which require the hammering process of the 
decades to influence to a palpable degree. 

In brief, it seems at this stage in history 
impossible to evolve what might ‘be called 
a standardized race, and it is not certain 
that such an one would be desirable. But 
the enterprise of Mrs. Bishop at least piques 
interest. 


CLOSING IN ON HUERTA. 


Each fresh development in the Mexican 
situation vindicates the wisdom of the policy 
of President Wilson. 

The so-called “‘rebel’’ forces in the north- 
ern half the republic appear 
triumphed utterly over the troops of Huerta. 
Their path toward Mexico City itself has 
been éleared of many obstacles. 

Strongly significant also is the fact that 
the commerce of the entire country is threat- 
ened with stagnation by the action of the oil 
interests in cancelling their contracts to fur- 
nish fuel to the Mexican railway® Once the 
transportation system of the country is 
paralyzed the end cannot be long deferred. 

The financia® plight of Huerta seems to be 
desperate. He is resorting to forced loans, 
to practices that smack of extortion, to any 
any every device that will raise money with 
which to breathe temporary life into his

, cause and stave off the inevitable climax. 


What is to develop after the elimination 
of Huerta, and that is only a question of 
days or weeks, is as yet sealed in mystery. 

As yet no dominant, all-controlling figure 
has appeared on the Mexican horizon. There 
had been hope that Carranza might develop 
into the man of the hour, but later chapters 
give rise to misgiving on that score. 

If no other weakness in his character ex- 
isted, the mixture of vacillation and brag- 
gadocio he has shown in treating with the 
special envoy of President Wilson casts 
doubt on Carranza’s ability to control the 
Situation. It appears the chief cause of the 
breakdown in the negotiations was the fact 
that he could not give guarantees of ability 
to hold his own generals in check. A com- 
mander who cannot handle his own following 
can hardly be expected to accomplish defi- 
nite results with factions personally inimical 
or indifferent to him. 

This purely negative phase cannot, how- 
ever, be of much longer duration. The top- 
pling of Huerta is likely to be the signal that 
will bring to the foreground some one indi- 
vidual around which the ‘elements really 
committed to the welfare of Mexico can 
rally. As for Huerta himself, his futile and 
Savage regime will not have gone for nought 
if it makes clear to Mexico and the world 
the intentions of the United States to settle 
the Mexican problem without interference 
and to permanently discountenance govern- 
ment by brute forcsaand midnight treachery.

The World’s Mysteries 


WHEN WAS MRS. 


It seems strange no doubt to the ayerage 
reader that such a question should be asked 
a8 to when Elizabeth Barrett Browning was 
born, as she lived at such a recent period and 
no deubt well within the memory of many 
readers of this article. -Yet for a long time 
there was a doubt as to when this greatest 
of English poetesses was born, and even she 
herself and her husband were never abso- 
lutely sure of the date. 

The latest copy of the 
Britannica says: “She was born probably 
at Coxhoe hail, Durham, for this was the 
home of her father and mother for some 
time after their marriage in 1805. Her bap- 
tismal register gives the date of her birth 
as the 6th of March, 1806, and that of her 
christening on the 10th of February, 1808. 
A long misunderstanding as to her age, 
whereby she was supposed to have been born 
three years later, Was shared by her con- 
temporaries and even for a time by her hus- 
band.” 

John H. Ingram, in his life of Mrs. Brown- 
ing, states that she was born in London on 
Saturday, March 4, 1809, and tn an appendix 
to his book he sums up some of the evi- 
dence on the subject. Mrs. Richmond Ritchie, 
who claimed to have received her authority 
from Mr. Browning, declared; that the place 
of Mrs. Browning’s birth._Avas Burn hall, 
Durham, and the date was March 6, 1809. 

In his research, Mr. Ingram discovered in 
the “Tyne Mercury” for March 14, 1809, an 
announcement for March 4, “In London, the 
wife of Edward M. Barrett, Esq., of a daugh- 
ter.” After publishing his data, it is said 
that Mr. Browning himself took exception 
to them, asserting that his wife was born 
on March 6, 1806, at Carlton hall, the resi- 
dence of her father’s brother. This was dis- 
puted by Mr. Ingram who investigated and 
found that Carlton hall did not belong to §., 
Moulton Barrett until after 14810. 

In June, 1889, there appeared the follow- 
ing paragraph in The Antiquary: “The birth- 
place of Mrs. Barrett Browning, the poetess, 
has been finally get at rest, the Rev. Canon

Barrett, rector of Kelloe, having discovered 
the entry of her baptism in the’ Kelloe 
church register. It was there Elizabeth Bar-f 
rett was born on March 6, 1806. She 
privately baptized, but was received into 
the chureh at Kelloe on February 10, 1808, 
when her brother, Edward Barrett Moulton-§ 
Barrett, was baptized.” k 

Coxhoe hall, Durham, was quite proba-§ 
bly the place of birth rather than Carlton§ 
hall, for Mrs. Browning's father did resideg 
at Coxhoe hall during several years of the 
past century while his home in HerefordShire§ 
was in course of building-—the new home 
béing ready for occupancy about the com-§ 
mencement of the year, 13809. : 

On account of the delicate health of Fliz-§@ 
abeth she was privately baptized by the Rev. 
George Stephenson at Coxhoe hall and was§ 
received into the church on February 10, 1808, 
on the oceasion of the baptism of her broth-§@ 
er, says another writer. 

For the reason that Mrs. Brownings 
mother was born at Fenham hall, Newcastile- 
on-Tyne, no doubt accounts for the entry 
in the “Tyne Mercury.” The entry, it has 
been suggested, probably refers to anotherg 
daughter, as it cannot be a misprint. 

“The Dictionary of National Biography,” 
the standard English biographical! dictionary.® 
states that the place of the poetess’ birth 
is Burn hall, but gives the date as March 6, 
1809. The statement that one writer makes, 
referred to the date 18056, is that anothe:

Destroying the Alamo.

Americans have been accused of a lack of 
reverence for great historic places, and the 
charge must be true, as the Texans have be- 
gun to tear down the Alamo, the famous for- 
tress in San Antonio, which Crockett and 
Bowie and Bonham and Travis and their 
comrades defended to the last man against 
the hordes of Santa Anna. 

If there is any deathless storyin American 
history it is this. For its like you will have 
to go back more than two thousand years to 
Leonidas and his three hundred Spartans in 
the Pass of Thermopylae. There is no Ameri- 
can who has not thrilled when he read the 
tale. The Texans numbered but 160, and 
Santa Anna brought up his thousands. While 
a way of escape was yet open, Travis ad- 
dressed the Texans, and said that any who 
wished could go, but the others would stay 
and die. They stayed. 

The event stirred the whole 
world, and when, a few months later, the 
Texans under Sam Houston, destroyed the 
Mexican army at San Jacinto, “Remember 
the Alamo!” was their battle cry. 

The old building, of course, has suffered 
from decay, and some years ago the state 
made an appropriation for its restoration. 
But the money gave out, and now the upper 
story has been torn away, and much of the 
restored material thas been sold for commer- 
cial purposes. It is said that in spite of the 
efforts of Governor Colquitt, of Texas, the 
whole building is in danger of being de- 
stroyed very soon. 

This vandalism seems incredible, but it Is 
a fact, and the public can not learn of it too 
soon. The Alamo belongs not alone to San 
Antonio nor alone to Texas, but to the whole 
nation.

Certainly the liver is a choice tid-bit; pate 
de foie gras the French call it, and ever 
one knows that the best comes from Straus- 
Surg, where all the poultry men and women 
vie with one another in producing geese with 
the biggest livers. 

But everyone does not know what to do with 
a goose after it is made ready for cook- 
ing. The great quantity of fat, that makes 
Germans like -the fowl, condemns it for 
American palates. This may be drawn out, 
with the help of a steamer, and makes a 
very fine material for frying. After the 
goose has steamed until at least half done, 
cool it and stuff with a plain, dry highly 
seasoned stuffing. Onions for those who 
like them; apples, small, rosy and baked to 
a turn, for the rest of us. 

The liver may be chopped fine and used 
to flavor the bread stuffing, but I think 
you will want it par excellence, which is in 
foies gras forcemeat. 

Grind the goose liver in the food chopper 
with the finest blade, season with salt, pep- 
per, nutmeg and add four egg yolks. Grind 
and then pound to a paste any of the cold 
goose remaining and mix with the raw sea- 
soned liver.
